Great scientist as well as men of outstanding 
achievement in all noteworthy fields hive these 
traits in common:- Will and ability to overcome tre- 
mendous handicaps. But many common persons also 
show these desirable traits. And then they become 
uncommon — even though theif names never win 
space in "Who's Who". 

Louis Pasteur, the French scientist wh» did so 
much to help both mankind conquer disease, and 
industries to escape ruin, was stricken with semi- 
paralysis when he was 46 years of age. Yet, for 
27 yean he continued his scientific investigations 
and achieved some of his greatest scientific tri- 
umphs while physically handicapped. He refused 
riches and chose instead to keep at his microscope 
even though hii ov*r»tired, redrimmrd eyes seemed 
T» reach the limit of endurance. 

The victims of many diseases have shown re- 
markable courage in overcoming their handicaps, 
but the best known Ones art the sufferers of in* 
lantile para lysb. For instance, then ia lovely Dinah 
Shore, who wis stricken when she was only J2 
years old. Today she » one of our outstanding 
stage and radio personalities. 

It is hard to believe that Nancy Merki of 
Portland, Oregon, who, at IS years of age holds 
more than 20 national swimming records, had polio 
m *he age of seven. 

The runner-op for the title of "Miss America 
of 1?4J W , Phyllis Mathis, 1? years old. won a three 
year bout with infantile paralysis. She is now' a 
professional model after having turned down several 
Hollywood offers. 

Thomai A, Edison, the great American inven- 
lor intt scientist, did not have to battle disease or 
Other physical handicaps, but he surmoumed other 
obstacles. He went to school for only three months 
at a youth because he had to go to work when he 
war a youngster. So he spent hit spare hours it u liv- 
ing by himself while boys of his age played and 
had a good time At the age of 21. he won a 
parent on his first of 1.0)} inventions. Before 
hi finally succeeded in producing the electric lamp 
which « now used all over the world, he spent 
140,000 of hi* own money and tediously performed 



6.000 experiments. How many persons whom you 
know have such patience and faith in themselves? 

Dnpifr Broken Lc^t 
Although his legs were broken in the List 
War, Mike Murphy stunted a light plane at the 
fourteenth annual all- American air maneuvers held 
this year at Miami, Florida. 

When the United States, went to war, Mike 
helped to work out details of the use of gliders to 
carry combat infantrymen and supplies. On D-Day, 
Mike, a lieutenant colonel, was in the lead glider 
of the 101st Airborne Division's assault in Nor- 
mandy. He crash-landed near St. Mere Eglise. 
Later, Mike's other leg was broken under German 
machine gun fire. 

Few of the thousands of persons at the air 
meet at Miami knew it was Mike who climbed in 
the 1,000th Piper Club to have been built since V- J 
Diy. The announcer explained that William Piper 
the plane builder, had given permission to a man 
who had never flown to take off in the Piper 
plane. But a few did know that Mike, even before 
the German war, was an outstanding flyer. 

Mike staggered off. While the announcer on 
the loud -speaker system pretended to give him in- 
structions for getting the Craft down. Mike diJ 
everything that a flyer is not supposed to do and 
five. However, it was not long before the audience 
recognized in Mike the expert flyer hs had been for 
years.

600 handicap men and women. Speaking of them, 
the vice-president in charge of production said: 
."They seem determined to excel the physically un- 
impaired workers and put in extra effort. They 
are hard-hitting, dependable and capable." Blind 
workers, for instance, beat the strong and healthy 
workers without handicaps in the matter of skill 
and accuracy. 
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A aurvey of )M manufacturing plant* m*d* 
by the U. 5. Bureau of Labor Statistic* revealed 
that 17 per cent af the «ijll handicapped workers 
were just M efficient a* the well worker*. Only 
t per cent were no* at efficient, and t per cent ex- 
celled (he employe^* without phyiical impairment.

Both child and teacher did ao 
well together that Miac Keller *ai graduated from 
Radcliff* College with high honor*. She can read 
and write tevecal language*, and hat written a nun* 
brr of book*. During and after the War. ihr hai 
given considerable of her energies to naiting hot- 
pmlt and encouraging and advising blind toldier* 
and tail on. 

To get back to the victim* of infantile pa- 
lely tit. Chnttine Ayr**, dancer, waa stricken with 
polio at tin- age of four She wai helplett far several 
year*, but you wouldn't know it today, watching 
her twinkling feet.
